Governor Meets President. . 

Walking between President Hemphill, 
of the Jubilee Association, and Grand Mar- 
ghall West, President McKinley was es- 
corted at once to the private office of Gov- 
ernor Candler, where the statehouse offictals 
were gathered to meet the members of the 
distinguished party. 

Drawn up in front of the corridor leading 
to the chief executive's office was the staff 
of the governor and as the president passed 
through the uniformed ranks, the members 
ef the staff uncovered, and President Mc- 
Einley bowed his way down the hal] with a 
pleased but dignified smile on his counte- 
nnance. 

There wasAn awkward delay at the door 
of the private office of the governor, due to 
‘the persistent ringing of the telephone on 
the chief executive’s desk and while the in- 
strument was being quieted the president 
waited patiently for an introduction to the 
governor. 

The greeting between the representative 
of the state and the representative of the 
nation was a cordial one, Governor Candler 
stepping promptly forward and grasping 
the hand of the president, at the same time 
welcoming him with a few chosen words in 
the name of the commonwealth. 

A few moments were spent in the office, 
‘during which members of the cabinet and 
the representatives of the army were in- 
troduced to the governor and statehouse 
Officials. 

Accompanied by Governor Candler, with 
the members of the party falling in behind, 
the president was escorted to the house of 
representatives, where the senate and house 
were met in joint session to honor the pres- 
ident of the United States. Passing up the 
hall the crowd, who by that time had gain- 
ed admission to the capitol, had a good 
look at the man in whose hands the conduct 
of the war rested. Many noted a change in 
his appearance from the time of his first 
visit to Atlanta and it was seen that where 
before not a gray hair was visible, the head 
of the chief executive was lined in places 
with white and on his brow the furrows of 
care and respons!Dility gave a certain grave- 
ness to his appearance, 

His walk was brisk and elastic, with a 
decided eccentricity in the jerk of the arms 
and the forward movement of the massive 
head at every step. The spectatars, who 
took in every particular and minute part 
of the executive manner, were pleased. 
The mass fell in behind the president, walk- 
ed in front of him and by his side, gazed 
with a pleased expression into his face and 
appeared willing to do anything they could 
for him, 

At the door of the house of representa- 
tives the party, composed of the president 
and members of the cabinet, paused for a 
moment, while the representatives and 
Senators in joint session stood up to meet 
their distinguished visitor. 

Semething New in the Legislature. 

Never before in the memory of those 
present has any president of the United 
States passed upon the aisle of the Georgia 
house of representatives and taken his seat 
by the side of the presiding officer of the 
house. The scene was as unique as it was 
unparalleled. The chief executive came in 
the presence of a legislative body with his 
head uncovered, walking by the side of 
Governor Candler, and together the head 
of the state and the chief of tne nation as- 
cended the stand and took the seat of the 
speaker and the one to the right. 

The joint session was called to order at 
once by President Dodson, of the senate, 
but it required several minutes to stop the 
applause and cheers that came from the 
overcrowded galleries. Some one of the 
famous guests was mistaken for Admiral 
Schley, and shouts for the hero of the naval 
engagement at Santiago rent the air. A 
rousing greeting was given General Wheel- 
er, General Lawton and General Young. 
Secretary of War Russell A. Alger came in 
for a large part of the applause of the 
galleries, as well as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Gage. 

In introducing the president, 
Dodson, of the senate, said: 

“The general assembly of Georgia is to 
be congratulated upon having as its guest 
on such an occasion the chief executive of 
this great nation. He comes to rejoice with 
us in the peace that once more hovers 
over the country, and to celebrate with the 
people of Atlanta and of Georgia the vic- 
tory of American arms in the recent war 
with Spain. Throughout the trying times 
that have just passed a weight of respon- 
sibility has rested on his shoulders, and in 
it all he has had the best wishes of the

President McKinley Speaks. 

As the president arose to address 
house the applause was deafening, 
several minutes elapsed before quiet was 
restored. The chief executive in his words 
confined himself largely to the relations 
between the north and south as contrasted 
with thirty years ago. He spoke 
quiet ease that denoted perfect self-control, 
and his words, while pronounced in a low 
voice, were heard distinctly throughout the 
hall. 

The address was one of thorough concil- 
iation, the president expressing { the senti- 
ment for the first time uttered’ by a chief 
executive of the nation that the graves of 
confederate soldiers should be decorated by 
the people of the whole country as well as 
by the people of the south. The sentiment, 
unexpected and dramatic, was one that ap- 
pealed strongly to the big audience, and a 
volume of applawse went up in warmest 
approval. Nothing was said as to the policy 
of the government in relation to the col- 
onies of the United States. Many looked 
for an expression on this line, but the words 
of the president were confined to an ex- 
pression of gratitude that peace had at last 
been declared bet ween Spain and the United 
States.

What a glorious future awaits us -if 
unitedly, wisely and bravely we face the 
new problems now pressing upon us, de- 
termined to solve them for right and hu- 
manity. 

The words of the president, spoken with 
careful] deliberation and in the most earn- 
est manner, made a profound impression 
upon the large crowd on the floor of the 
house and in the galleries. The applause 
Was generous and the president was com- 
pelled to bow his acknowledgment, 


General Wheeler’s Speech. 

During the address General Wheeler, to- 
gether with General Lawton and General 
Young, stood under the president at the 
clerk’s desk and loud calls were made in 
every part of the hall for General Wheeler. 
The popwar hero, who by the side of Gen- 
eral Lawton, looked like a pigmy, respond- 
ed to the calls and in a few words thanked 
the members of the legislature and those 
of the public present for the honor they had 
done him. He said: 

I appreciate more than I can express 
the honor of speaking to the members 
of the Georgia legislature in joint ses- 
sion. I am thankful for the opportunity 
given me to accompany the president to 
this city, and on such an occasion and 
to be able to go with him threughout his 
tour in the south. ; 

I am more than giad that the president 
consented to visit our country and see 
its wealth and its glorious promise for 
the future, and more than thet, to see 
the loyalty that the south has for the 
union. 

I jooked forward with a great deal of 
pleasure to the trip, as it has given me 
the opportunity to see many of my old 
friends once more and to take part with 
Atlanta in the Jubilee of Peace we have 
come to help you celebrate. 

During the time that preceded the 
declaration of war no one _ stood up 
firmer to preserve the honor and pres- 
tage of the nation than the president of 
our country. 

His was the guiding influence through- 
out the struggle. It was the president, 
as commander-in-chief of the army and 
navy, who consulted with the secretary 
of war and changed the plans formerly 
agreed upon of sending the transports 
to Havana. 

The army, by his advice, was sent to 
Santiago with instructions from the 
president to co-operate with the navy 
in destroying the fleet of Spain and the 
complete success of the plan followed in 
the course of a few weeks. 

I wish to thank the members again for 
the honor they have done me in calling 
upOn me on this oceasion. 

Generals Young and Lawton. 

At the conclusion of the address by Gen- 
eral Wheeler the president of the senate 
introduced General S. B. M. Young, com- 
mander of th® Second army corps, with 
a few appropriate words. General Young 
expressed his gratification at being in- 
vited to partake with Atlanta jn the cele- 
bration of the Peace Jubilee.

His words were few; but coming from 
a soldier to whose efforts much of the 
success of the Santiago campaign can be 
attributed, tihtey were well appreciated 
by the audience. 

For a time, at the conclusion of the 
speaking, the president was introduced 
to the members of the house and senate, 
and many were the congratulations he 
received on his timely address. 

The announcement was made that the 
president would be taken to the areade 
of the capitol, where the public would be 
given an opportunity to meet him and 
shake his hand. The passage to the. arcade 
was a difficult one, as every one seemed 
anxious to shake the hand of the chief 
executive before the place wag reached. 
The. crush was bewildering. Men and wo- 
men crowded each other in the effort to 
érasp the hand of the president, and in 
this way more than fifteen minutes were 
spent in the arcade. The mass came on 
without a check, pouring through every 
aisle to the center, and in the wild scrim- 
mage two women were borne down to 
the floor and would have been crushed 
in a@ moment had it not been for the 
presence of several strong men in the 
vicinity to beat the crowd back until the 
women could be taken from the floor. 

It was soon seen that little progress 
could be made in stopping the rush, and 
the president was taken out of a side 
entrance to the carriage waiting for him. 
The presidential party, with the exception 
of General Lawton, had already proceeded 
to the carriages, and the strong soldier 
stood at the back of the president through- 
out the reception. 

The coming of President McKinley to 
the capital of Georgia will be remembered 
for many a day by the hundreds who were 
there to receive him. 


FITZ LEE REACHES HAVANA. 


PANAMA WITH THE GENERAL 
ENTERS THE HARBOR. 


Prominent Personal Friends of the 
General Call on Him Upon His 
Arrival. 


Havana, December 14.—fhe United States 
transport Panama, with General Fitzhugh 
Lee and his staff on board, entered the 
harbor this morning. 

The headquarters of Genera] Lee will be 
established at Quemado camp, Marianao. 
Many prominent personal! friends called on 
the general when he arfved here, including 
General Greene and Captain Chadwick, of 
the United States cruiser New York. Later 
in the day General Lee and his staff, ac- 
companied by General Greene in the tug 
Britannia, started for Vedado, where he 
reported to General Wade. Thence General 
Lee went on horseback to Quemado camp. 

A battalion of the Tenth infantry was 
landed from the United States transport 
Saratoga today and marched with band 
playing and flags flying to Marianao. The 
soldiers were followed by crowds of people. 
At every street corner Spanish troops were 
stationed. There was some enthusiasm in 
the suburbs. The troops which arrived 
here on the Michigan and Panama are all 
well.

MORE SURVIVORS OF LONDONIAN 


Steamship Rescues Eight Men from 
the Wrecked Vessel. 

Baltimore, December  14.—Eight ad- 
ditional survivors of the crew of the lost 
steamship Londonian were brought into this 
port tonight by the North German Lloyd 
steamship Maria Rickmers. They are Cap- 
tain E. B. Lee, Third Officer Joseph Cot- 
tier, Boatswain T. Behm, Quartermaster 
F. Carlsen, able seamen J. Webb and W. 
Carness, Second Steward D. Darnell and 
Second Cook Martin. 

These with forty-five previously rescued 
by the Johnston line steamer Vedamere 
completed the list of survivors, eighteen 


‘having been lost in an attempt to leave the 


disabled ship in one of her smal] boats. 

The Rickmers on the night of November 
28th sighted a steamer burning a flare light 
upon her bridge, which she soog ascertain- 
ed was the Londonian. 

After a hard battle with the gigantic 
waves the Rickmers’ crew rescued the sur- 
viving members of the ill-fated ship. The 
wreck of the Londonian drifted away in 
the darkness and those who had been on 
board of her have little doubt that she ulti- 
mately sank.

Doing All That Can Be Done. 
Washington, December 14.—Up to this 
time the officials here have not been able 
to ascertain the number of Spanish prison- 
ers held by the Filipino insurgents, but 
they are certain that the estimate from 
Madrid of .10,000 is very much too high. 
Admiral Dewey looked tnto the condition 
of some of these prisoners held by Agui- 
naldo at Cavite early in the war and again 
lately, in response to complaints that the 
insurgents were treating the prisoners in- 
humanely. He reported as to this last 
charge that the prisoners were as weil 
treated as the circumstances of the insur- 
gents admitted. 

The American peace commissioners did 
not bind the United States government to 
accomplish the impossible in the matter of 
releasing these prisoners. They did under- 
take to release and repatriate those pris- 
oners taken by Otis at the fall of Manila, 
Lut so far as the others were concerned— 
those held by the insurgents—our govern- 
ment can aect effectively only as our lines 
of occupation of the islands are extended. 
Efforts have been made on at least two 
occasions by General Otis to induce the in- 
surgents to release their prisoners, but he 
could not go beyond the exercise of good 
offices, and could not exercise compulsion. 
He will renew his efforts in this direction, 
however, and in the changed conditions Lol- 
lowing the cession of the islands to the 
United States, and the probability held out 
to the insurgents that they may obtain the 
control of their home affairs, which they 
struggled for, it is hoped that success may 
attend this effort. If not, then as the 
United States lines are extended the pris- 
oners must be released Ly other means. 

Considering the magnitude of the task, 
state officials here feel that there is little 
ground for complaint on the part of Span- 
ish people because the prisoners are hot 
instantly released.

The Citizens of the Gate City Will Entertain Many Distinguished 
Guests at the Kimball House Tonight 


CROWNING EVENT OF JUBILEE 


Some of Most Prominent Men of the 
United States Will Be There, 


SUBJECTS OF TOASTS AND SPEAKERS 


President McKinley Will Be the Guest 
of Honor and Will Speak on “Our 
Country’’—The Decorations 
and the Menu Will Be 
Elaborate. 


The crowning event of the Atlanta Peace 
Jubilee, and undoubtedly one of &he most 
notable events in the history of the re- 
public, will be the elaborate banquet at the 
Kimbal] tonight in honor of President Mc- 
Kinley and the distinguished guests of the 
Gate City. This function will be a fitting 
finale for the magnificent celebration of the 
success of American arms in which the 
patriotic people of the south are now en- 
gaged. 

Covers will be laid for about 325 guests. 
The banquet will be served in the main 
dining room of the Kimball, the largest in 
the city. This famous o}d hostelry has 
been the scene of many a significant and 
elaborate spread, but none so notable as 
this. The time is 7 o’clock sharp. The 
function will probably last until 1 o'clock, 
immediately after which the president and 
his party will bid Atlanta goodby and will 
continue on their journey southward. 

Manager George Scoville, of the Kimball, 
has prepared a delicious and _ sufficient 
menu, and the menu cards are works of 
art. The front page contains an excellent 
likeness of President McKinley. The third 
page consists of the menu and an artistic 
naval scene. The fourth consists of the 
toasts and the speakers, and the fifth the 
executive committee of the Atlanta Jubilee 
Association, of which Colonel W. A. Hemp- 
hill is president, and the banquet commit- 
tee, consisting of Clark Howell, chairman; 
Fulton Colville and T. Martin. 

Those Who Will Be Heard. 

It is probable that there have been few 
banquets in the history of this country 
where so many notable men have been as- 
sembled, Some of the most distinguished 
citizens of the United States are now in 
the city and will be ‘heard tonight. Their 
subjects are particularly appropriate tothe 
time and occasion and their utterances will 
be listened to with great interest. Hon. 
Clark Howell] wi!l act as toastmaster and 
some of the most prominent men in the 
south will be present to honor the city’s 
guests. 

The greatest interest of course centers in 
the speech of President McKinley, who will 
respond to the toast “Our Country.”’ The 
president is particularly happy in an after 
dinner speech and every word he speaks 
will bear the greatest significance. Much 
to the regret of the thousands assembled 
here Admiral Schley is seriously il] in New 
York and will be unable to attend the 
Jubilee. Secretary of the Navy John D. 
long will be ‘heard on ‘“‘The Navy,’’ and as 
the success in the late brush with Spain is 
largely the result of the work of the sea 
forces, Mr. Long's remarks will be attended 
with much interest. 

Major Genera] William R. Shafter will 
give an interesting account of the experi- 
ences of the army during the Santiago 
campaign, and the speech of Hon. George 
R. Peck on “The New Union’’ will be ex- 
ceedingly apropos of this celebration of 
the victory of the stars and stripes by the 
people of the south. Hon. Stephen O'Meara 
will speak on “Santiago, the Plymouth 
Rock of Cuban Freedom” and will have 
something interesting to say concerning the 
struggle of the island for Ifberty. Secretary 
of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage will ex- 
plain ‘“‘How the People Paid the Bill.” 

Major General Wheeler will be warmly 


received when he responds to the toast, 


“The South’s Part in the War.”’ His own 
record tells a large part of this story; in 
fact, he could easily tell the south’s part 
in two wars. General Wheeler is onesof 
the most notable men in the United States 
today and the south delights to honor him 
for his faithfulness to an old and a new 
cause. Every word of General Wheeler's 
response tonight will be full of interest and 
significance. 

“We Follow Where Duty Calls’’ will be 
the appropriate subject for Naval Construc- 
tor Richmond P. Hobson, the hero of the 
Merrimac. The people of the south have a 
warm spot in their hearts for this young 
southerner, and if he speaks as wei] to- 
night a8 ‘he did in the Woman's Club rooms 
here several months ago he will make a 
most decided impression. Hobson is not a 
natural born orator, but his evident earn- 
estness and characteristic delivery make 
his efforts strikingly eloquent and effective.

chair or his first table and look back to 
the beginning. 

“All that sort of thing is over. Peo- 
ple in these days are all for show and 
glitter—more’s the pity. Boys and girls 
are not what they used to be.’’

Nor need 
we, at the present moment, pass an 
unjust or an unnecessary criticism on 
the Cubans, when they show their 
hatred of those who have been the in- 
struments of Spanish torture and op- 
pression; nor need we brand them as 
savages unless we are prepared to place 
in the same category the men who stood 
for liberty and independence in this 
country. 

We may undertake to restrain and 
curb their passions in so far as we de- 
cently can; but it is to be remembered 
that they alone know what they have 
had to endure at the hands of Spanish 
oppression. 
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The Textile Appropriation. 

Of all the work which it is possible 
for the present legislature of this state 
to perform, none will exceed in its ben- 
eficial effects that appropriation which 
has been made to the textile school. 

‘Hitherto the schools have been vota- 
ries of classical learning—something 
which, by the way, cannot be over-esti 
mated—but in this day of the widening 
of education, when the learned profes- 
sions, ag they are called, are so over- 
crowded, and when machinery and in- 
ventive genius demand even more ex- 
pert skill than it is possible to put into 
books and into theories, it is well to 
enlarge the scope of education and to 
teach the hand as well as the brain. In 


the work which fas been done by other 
states in this direction, there is found 
abundant encouragement, so that the 
question of technological education is no 
longer one of experiment. 

The cultivation of our fields, the de- 
velopment and manufacture of our pro- 
ducts, and the labor-saving appliances 
of machinery, all call for a general dif- 
fusion of education which can be met by 
none so well as by the states. One of 
the most beneficial works which the 
State can carry on is the conduc; of nor- 
mal educational institutions, through 
which our own teachers of whatever 
kind can be fitted to return to their re- 
spective communities, and thus become 
the missionaries of industrial progress. 

The action of the legislature in com- 
ing to the relief of the textile school 
places Georgia in the forefront among 
those states whose motto is progress, 
and in the developments which the fu- 
ture has in store it may be depended 
upon that the name of Georgia will shine 
pre-eminent, for that is the Georgia way 
of doing things. 
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Cuba’s Loss. 


The death of General Garcia is a great- 
er loss to the Cubans than any they 
have sustained. Maceo was a brilliant 
commander. General Garcia was that 
and something more besides. He pos- 
sessed qualities of leadership that would 
have carried him far in time of peace. 
He had been for thirty years fighting for 
Cuban independence, and while no man 
took a firmer stand for an independent 
government, he understood perfectly the 
attitude of the'Americans, and had come 
to Washington for the purpose of aiding 
the administration in carrying out its 
temporary Cuban programme. 

In the excitement and suspense of the 
Santiago campaign, there was some mis- 
understanding between General Garcia 
and General Shafter. This misunder- 
standing was, in turn, misinterpreted by 
sensational correspondents, so that for 
a time many people in this country were 


prejudiced against this wise and gallant 
Cuban. When all the factg were brought 
to light, however, together with the tes- 
timony of the American commanders 
who served at Santiago side by side 
with Garcia and hig troops, it was seen 
that the correspondents had done injus- 
tice to both Shafter and Garcia. 

The Cuban general was a véry highly 
educated man, knew the Americans well, 
was perfectly familiar with their theory 
and practice of government, and never 
had a moment’s suspicion of their pur- 
poses in temporarily occupying Cuba. 
Had he lived, @® Would have been a 
great factor in the future of free Cuba. 
There is no doubting the fiery patriotism 
of that grim old warrior, Gomez, but 
he seems to entertain, according to re- 
ports, an unjust suspicion of the inten- 
tions of our government. Yet, even in 
this, he may be misrepresented by those 
who have been active in creating in this 
country a public opinion unfavorable to 
those who have been for thirty years 
fighting for liberty and independence.

The demand of Norway and of the Nor- 
wegians for political autonomy and the re- 
luctanc e or refusal of Sweden and the 
Swedes to grant it is a matter of growing 
interest. The Norwegian constitution dates 
back to 1814, and the Norwegians say they 
withheld certain rights which the Swedes 
aver were surrendered to the common mon- 
archy along with the right of the king of 
Sweden to declare war, make peace, eon- 
tract alliances, send and receive ambassa- 
dors and manage the foreign affairs of the 
two kingdoms. The exact political relations 
between Norway and Sweden were not yery 
clearly defined, and as a result of this in- 
definiteness and the ambiguity of the laws 
concerning them there has recently been 
a great deal of friction. The most recent 
cause of controversy arose from the alleged 
attempt of the king of Sweden to reduce the 
strength of the Norwegian army while 
maintaining a large Swedish army for use 
in the event of trouble.

BY OUR JUBILEE 


The Constitution of last Monday contain- 
ed a suggestive editorial entitied “The 
Major’s Return.” 

In a pleasant and gracefal way the writer 
of the editorial referred to some of the won- 
derful changes which have occurred since 
Mr. McKinley first caught a glimpse of 
Atlanta. 

Thirty-four years ago there was a gal- 
lant young officer in Sherman’s army who 
little dreamed that he was destined to be 
enthusiastically welcomed as the honored 
guest of the city whose guns were then 
thundering against him. 

In the old days Major McKinley came on 
a hostile mission; now he is the central 
figure of our Peace Jubilee! 

A generation ago the saw around him the 
desolation of war; today he sees on every 
hand happy homes, smiling faces and a 
thousand evidences of progress and pros- 
perity. 

The shattered city of the siege has disap- 
peared, and in its place stands a stately 
metropolis. 

The old battle fields in our suburbs have 
been transferred into gardens, and few 
traces are left of the red ramparts which 
once encircled our town. 

Time has worked some wonderful changes 
with the major, also, since he first came 
within sight of our gates. He returns as 
our friend, and as the president of a re- 
united country. Our big guns roar a hoarse 
but cordial welcome, and the men who once 
did their level best to keep our visitor out 
of the city are now greeting him with their 
hearty and patriotic cheers. 


It is a good tims, during our Jubilee, to 
think of these matters, 

The changes of a single generation have 
so signally blessed our people that they 
Should view the future with renewed hope 
and confidence. 

Our material recuperation is wonderful 
enough, but the most marvelous thing is 
the change in sentiment which has brought 
the south to the front with a new record of 
unselfish and heroic devotion tb the old flag. 

Time and again patriotic Americans have 
tried to. believe that sectionalism was a 
thing of the past, but their rejoicing was 
premature. The sectional spirit did not die 
until the sons of the north and the sons of 
the south rallied together under ‘Old 
Glory’’ to fight the Spaniards. 

When the crucial test came all genuine 
Americans felt moved by the same common 
impulse. The men of the south leaped to 
the front side by side with the men of the 
north. Sections and parties were forgotten, 
and the states south of the Potomac lost 
no time in adding to the nation’s history 
a splendid chapter, shining with the names 
of (heroes Who once wore the gray, and 
Others who had never before seen actulal 
warfare. 

Some strange thoughts and fancies come 
into the mind of a thoughtful observer 
when he stands here today and considers 
the full significance of this Jubilee. 

Who would have dreamed thirty-four 
years ago that this war-worn city would 
now be celebrating the victories of the 
union? What sanguine prophet would have 
predicted that the town so utterly wrecked 
by sword and torch would now rank with 
the proudest and most beautiful capitals in 
Dixie’s land? 

When Major McKinley first trod our soil 
the existence of the American republic was 
at stake, and under the uncertain for- 
tunes of war there was danger of almost 
perpetual sectional strife and. anarchy. 

For years after Appomattox there were 
thousands of good people down this way 
who hated the sight of a blue uniform. 
Now it is hailed with pleasure, and our best 
and bravest are eager to wear it, and 
among them are some who won fame in the 
service of the confederacy. 

In a reminiscent way our distinguished 
guest doubtless thinks of these remarkable 
changes, and wonders what will be the 
welcome at the end of another yeneration. 

It is not going beyond reasonable limits 
to predict a brilliant career of expansion, 
development and prosperity for our country 
in the first quarter of the twentieth 
tury. 

Events move rapidly 
it is not too much to expect 
rapid changes in the near future. 

Our republic is not likely to be tempted 
into aggressive foreign wars, waged for 
conquest alone, but it is safe to say that, 
after this, the American flag and American 
interests must respected abroad to a 
greater extent heretofore. The old 
fighting spirit of our people has’ been 
aroused, and we are beginning to realize 
the fact that we are strong enovueh to hold 
our own against any two or three eom- 
bined powers of the civilized world.

“There is in the statement ending Jan- 
uary Ist, 1899, a legal liability for the item 
of public debt, $505,358.25, but against which 
there are outstanding obligations amount- 
ing to about $283,000 as follows: $100,000 
sinking fund, $168,000 interest and $15,000 un- 
paid bonds and coupons; the consequent 
difference would increase the estimated 
balance of resource from $1,179,687.58 to 
$1,402,045. 83, so that if it should be deemed 
best a reappropriation obtained would 
make possible, a corresponding deduction 
in the item of public debt for 1899. By 
this action this executive liability, the 
growth of many years, would be finally 
settled. 

“When the January, 1899, estimate was 
made your committee concluded that it 
would be well to have a similar detailed 
estimate. of the probable results which 
would show on the Ist July, 1899, the 1st of 
October, 1899, and the Ist January, 1800, 
Such cstimates are given later in the re- 
port, and we commend them to your care- 
ful consideration. 

“Accompanying this report will be filed 
certain memoranda and explanations from 
Mr. Brown, which will explain the method 
by which he arrived at his conclusions. 
He embodies in his report certain recom- 
mendations and suggestions which we can- 
not but approve. They are as follows: 

Civil Establishment Book—It should 
have a special column for cancellation 
stamp. 

“Special Loans—While doubtless neces- 
Sary, they tend to impair the continuous 
audit of the treasury by the comptroller 
general. 

“Bonds and Coupons—After payment and 
due record, they should be destroyed in the 
presence of designated witnesses. 

State Depositories—A uniform blank 
Should be furnished and (filled out 
over signature, and this blank should 
be made to the treasurer of the 
state of Georgia; an improvement in 
the treasurer’s office would be the keev- 
ing of a daily balance book, which invariu- 
bly is kept in a modern bank. 

Of course the resuits predicted at the 
expiration of the period given are mere 
estimates, but they are entitled to consid- 
eration, because being based on the new 
appropriation and- tax hills and in com- 
parison with several preceding years, 

‘In conclusion we carnet too highly com- 
mend the zeal and efficiency of the expert 
tngaged in this work, and hope the results 
of the investigation will merit and receive 
your approval.

The. bill of Mr. Jordan, of Jasper, to 
amend and consolidate the laws governing 
the inspection, analysis and sale of com- 
mercial fertilizers, chemicals and cotton 
seed meal in the state of Georgia, was next 
taken up and passed without opposition. 

Second Time Defeated. 

The bill to authorize boards of county 
commissioners to elect their own clerks 
was next taken up for the second time. 
Mr. Jordan, of Jasper, said that the bill 
met one of the greatest wants of his county, 
and that he thoped it would pass. Mr. 
Crossland, of Dougherty, opposed the bill. 
He said that it interfered with local self- 
government. Mr. Smith, of Hall, favored 
the bill. He said that instead of interfering 
with local self-government, it sought to 
accomplish the opposite results by giving 
county boards the right to select their 
own clerks. Mr. Sloan, of Hall, opposed the 
bill. He said that it was unnecessary and 
dangerous legislation. Several amendments 
were offered for the purpose of exempting 
certain counties from tthe operations of the 
bill. Mr. Sloan, of Hall; Mr. Rudicil, of 
Chattooga, and Mr. Talum, of Dade, offer- 
ed these amendments. Mr. Spinks, 
Spaulding, and Mr. Moore, of,CarrolFf, closed 
the argument in support of the bill. When 
the time came to vote on the bill each of the 
amendments was successively voted down, 
and on the call of the yeas and nays, which 
were ordered at the request of Mr. Sloan, 
of Hall, the result stod: yeas 68, nays 64. 
Failing to receive the requisite constitu- 
tional] majority, the bill was lost. 

May Teact. Without Being Examined. 

The bill of Mr. Allen, of Baldwin, to per- 
mit graduates of the state normal and in- 
dustrial school at Milledgeville to teach in 
the common schools of the state without 
special examination, was the next bil] 
acted upon. Mr. Chappell, of Muscogee; 
Mr. Lane, of Bibb; Mr, Erwin, of Clarke; 
Mr. Allen, of Baldwin, and Mr. Denny, of 
Floyd, briefly advocated the provisions of 
the bill, contending that it was only just 
to one of the most thorough institutions of 
the state to put it on the same ground with 
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Rock college at Athens. On the call of the 
yeas and nays, which were ordered at the 
request of Mr. Alen, of Baldwin, the ayes 
were 98 and the nays were 35. On motion 
of the author. the bill. was immediately 
transmitted to the senate. 

Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, on behalf of the 
ccmmittee appointed to arrange for the re- 
ception of the president, next submitted a 
report outlining the manner in which the 
members of thhe general assembly were to 
present themselves at the clerk’s desk for 
the purpose of greeting the president with- 
out unnecessary disorder and confusion. 

The bill of Mr. Stubbs, of Laurens, to 
amend the code in order to add the bank of 
Dublin to the list of state depositories, was 
next taken up and passed without opposi- 
tion. 

A communication was received from the 
governor inclosing an offer from Mrs, Una 
Clements and Judge J. B. Clements to do- 
nate to the state two acres of land in Irwin 
county embracing the site on which Jeffer- 
son Davis was captured in 1865, 

The governor suggested that the land 
should be accepted and turned over to the 
Daughters of the Confederacy for suitable 
improvement. 

The bill of Mr. Beauchamp, of Pike, to 
authorize the trustees of the university of 
Georgia to operate summer sessions was 
passed next. 

Richmond County’s Fight. 

Shere was quite a warm fight over the 
Sill of Mr. Reynolds, of Richmond, to 
amend the act creating a board of police 
commissioners for the city of Augusta, in 
order to make the members of said board 
ineligible to succeed themselves. Mr. 
Reynolds stated that the introduced, the bill 
at the request of the law-making power of 
the city of Augusta.

Failing to receive the requisite constitu- 
tional majority, it was lost. 
Sen:te Substitutes Win. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, on the part of the 
conference committee appointed some time 
ago to adjust the differences between the 
house and senate relative to the Atlanta 
criminal and city court election bill, re- 
ported that the conference committee 
recommended that the house recede from 
its action in disagreeing to the senate sub- 
stitutes, and concur therein, with tthe addi- 
tion of a slight amendment to the senate 
substitute for bill No. 125. On the adop- 
tion of the report of the conference com- 
mittee Mr. Slaton made the motion neces- 
Sary to put into effect the recommendations 
of the report, including the following 
amendment which was added to the senate 
substitute for bill No, 125, viz: ‘‘Be it en- 
acted that the criminal court of Atlanta is 
hereby established '’ This was for the pur- 
pose of curing any defects in the charter 
of said court relative to cases of appeal. 
The action of the house in thus concurring 
in the senate substitutes postpones the At- 
lanta criminal and city court elections until 
the general elections in 1900. In the mean- 
time the governor is authorized to (fill 
vacancies, 

The bill of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, to 
amend section 1916 of the code by striking 
out the word ‘collateral’? was next passed 
without opposition. 

The bill of Mr. LeRoche, of Chatham, to 
strike out the word ‘‘conclusive’’ from sec- 
tion 1700 of the code relative to oyster beds 
was passed next. 

Local Taxation for Common Schools. 

The bill of Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, 
which seeks to carry more fully into effect 
the provisions of the constitution for the 
encouragement of local taxation in ald of 
cOmmon schools, was taken up next. 

Mr. Calvin explained the bill. He said 
that the constitution authorized the general 
assembiy to empower county authorities, 
on the recommendation of two grand juries, 
and cities and towns, on the motion of the 
corporate authorities, to submit to the 
qualified voters of the county or the muni- 
cipality the question of voting a. local 
school tax supplementary to the moneys 
coming from the state fund. Mr. Calvin 
said it was the policy of the state that the 
state appropriation in aid of common 
schools should not be for a seven to ten 
months’ term, but an incentive to the coun- 
ties and cities to contribute by local tax- 
ation to a lengthening of the term pro- 
vided by the state. The enactment of the 
bill into law would have the effect to lessen 
largely the number of local bills which 
come up every session from the towns and 
cities and occasionally from a county for 
permission to levy a local schoo] tax. 

Mr. Brown, of Carroll, opposed the bill 
and moved to table it. This motion pre- 
vailed. 

At 1 o'clock the doorkeeper announced 
the senate. Then followed the exercises of 
the joint assembly in honor of the president 
of the United States. The account of these 
exercises will be found elsewhere. 


Afternoon Session. 


There was little business transacted in 
the house yesterday afternoon due in part 
to the presidential reception, which lasted 
until nearly 3 o'clock, and in part to the 
spirit of Jubilee which imbued the mem- 
bers. ‘ 

One of the most important matters acted 
upon was the bill of Mr. Cook, of Heard, 
which provides for the payment of public 
echool teachers in monthly instead of quar- 
terly installments. Mr. Freeman, of Cow- 
eta, endeavored to amend the bill in order 
to save the treasury of the state from any 
embarrassment which might arise from the 
shortage of funds, but the house voted the 
amendment down and passed the bill. On 
motion of Mr. Cook the bill was immedi- 
ately transmitted to the senate. 

Next came up the resolution of Mr. 
Brandon, of Fulton, which provides for the 
payment of $1,000 to A. L. Waldo, of At- 
lanta, for checking the books of the tax 
collector of Fulton county. In spite of the 


showing that more than $21,000 in cash was 


turned into the treasury of the state 
through the efficient work of Mr. Waldo, 
the resolution was voted down on the con- 
tention that he had already been sufficient- 
ly compensated. Before the resolution was 


‘voted down it was first amended on motion 


of Mr. Blalock, of Fayette, and the sum 
therein mentioned reduced from $1,000 to 
$800. Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, gave notice 
that he would move at the proper time to 
reconsider the resolution. At 6:30 o’clock 
the house adjourned.

CHANGES ON THE 


WG. @ ST. L. ROAD 


Hew Set of By-Laws Adopted by the Di- 
rectors of Road. 


ASSISTANTS TO THE OFFICERS | 


Poeition of President and General 
'_ Manager Separated. 


MAJOR THOMAS WILL BE PRESIDENT ONLY 


While His Son Will Be General “‘Mana- 
ger—The System Split Into Five 
Divisions with Heads. 


Nashville, Tenn., December 14.—(Special.)— 
The directors of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railway today provided for a 
number of important changes in the organ- 
ization of the systém. Todavy’s meeting was 
for the purpose of adopting a new set of 
Ly-laws. The old by-laws were adopted in 
April, 1869, and were suited for 159 miles of 
railroad, the mileage then owned by the 
company, but entirely unsuited to the pres- 
ert mileage, 1,189 miles. The old by-laws 
provided only for a president, treasurer, su- 
perintendent, resident cngineer_and general 
bookkeeper. The new by-laws provide for 
president, treasurer, comptroller, general 
manager, traffic manager, general counsel 
and real estate agent, and provides that 
there shall also be an assistant treasurer, 
assistant comptrolier, auditor of receipts, 
assistant auditor of receipts, auditor of dis- 
bursements, assistant auditor of disburse- 
ments, general freight agent, assistant gen- 
eral freight agent, general passenger agent, 
assistant general passenger agent, assis- 
tant general counsel. 

The most important change was the sep- 
aration of the offices of president and gen- 
eral manager, both of which have been 
filled by Major J. W. Thomas. He will here- 
after be president only. 

J. W. Thomas, Jr., was elected general 
manager. He has heretofore been assistant. 

Another important change was the abol- 
ishing of the office of general superintend- 
ent, held by M. J. C. Wrenne, and the ctea- 
tion of the office of superintendent of trans- 
portation, to which Mr. Wrenne was 
elected. 

Along with the abolition of the position 
of general superintendent the road has 
been divided into five divisions, each to 
have a division superintendent. 

The first division will comprise the north- 
western division, from Hickman to Nash- 
ville, from Dickson to Mannie and the West 
Nashville line.’ 

The second division will embrace the lin 
from Nashville to Chattanooga, including 
the Lebanon branch and the braneh roads 
from Wartrace, Cowan and Bridgeport. 

The third division will include the West- 
ern and Atlantic and the Rome railroads. 

The fourth division will embrace the Pa- 


ducah and Memphis division, including the | 


lines from Perryville to Memphis and Lex- 
ington to Perryville. 

The fifth division is known as the Hunts- 
ville division and ineludes the lines from 
Decherd Gadsden, Elora to Columbia, 
Fayetteville to Jefferson and Tullahoma to 
Bon Ajr. 

The first and second divisions, known as

The third division, known as the Atlanta 
division, will be under the charge of J. L.

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HE INDORSES BRYAN’S 


VIEWS. 


Hon. Fleming duBignon on the State- 


ment of Hon. W. J. Bryan. 

Savannah, Ga., December 14.—(Special.)— 
Hon. F. G. duBignon, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee, re- 
turned yesterday from a week's trip to 
New York an@ Washington. Mr. duBignon 
had read the statement by Colonel W. J. 
Bryan prior to his departure for Washing- 
ton, 

“It was a clear, well put, forcible and 
succinct statement of the situation as it 
exists,’’ said Mr. duBignon. “T certainly 
indorse every word that he has spoken 
in this connection. It will be found, I be- 
lieve, that the opinions of Colonel Bryan, 
which are the views cf the greater part 
of the party, will become the platform 
principles of the democratic party and wili 
form one of the issues between it and the 
republican party. As Colonel Bryan points 
out. it will be in keeping with the princl- 
iai@ down by the foufiders of the 
party to antagonize the idea of subject 
colonies. As he well puts it, we cannot 
be half free and half vc«esal.” 

Mr. duBienon was asked whether, in his 
opinion, Colonel Bryan’s leaving the army 
would injure him pclitically. 

“No,” sali ho. “Why should it? When 
he enlisted it was not to do police duty 
in Cuba. He waited until the articles of 
peace had been signed; until all the Sprinish 
soldiers were out of Porto Rico, which 
is now ours, and were largely removed 
from Cuba, which we are under solemn 
promise not to take, and he then exer- 
cised his right to resign and not waste 
his time’ an@ talents doing guard duty 
with no enemy in the field against his 
country. There may be some effort on 
the part of political enemies to belittle 
and discredit him, but it wiil be to little 
or no purpose, and I have no doubt that 
the republicans would prefer for him to 
be in the army, with political lockjaw, as 
he expressively termed it, rather than at 
liberty to attack their schemes for land- 
grabbing and government of subject peo- 
ples.’’ 

“Is Colonel 
and accepted 
crats?”’ 

“Yes. Colonel Bryan unquestionably is a 
man of great ability and of recognized lead- 
ership in the party. He is an aggressive, 
determined fighter, and his talents and 
influence must be feit in this, as well as 
in other political struggles where great 
principles are at stake. It is foolish for 
any nne to discount the powers of Colonel 
Bryan as an orator and as a thinker and 
a leader.’’

THANKS ARE RETURNED FRANCE 


Faure Declares That His Republic Has 
a Friendly Feeling for the 
United States. 


December 14.—The United States 
presented by the 


Paris, 
peace commissioners, 
American ambzssador, General Horace Por- 
ter, and the Spanish peace commissioners, 
presented by the ambassador of Spain, Sen- 
or Leon y Castillo, formerly called upon 
President Faure and the minister of foreign 
affairs, M. De! Casse, today, to thank them 
for the kindness extended to the commis- 
eioners while in the French capital. 

President Faure received the Americans 
at the Elysee palace, surrounded by his 
military staff, their showy unifor\}s being 
in strong contrast with the civilian cloth- 
ing of the commissioners. The reception 
was really an informal exchange of compli- 
ments. President Faure, speaking partly in 
French and partly in English, and Judge 
Day, speaking for the Americans. The-lat- 
ter expressed the pleasure our commission- 
ers felt in conducting the negotiations in 
the capital of France, and M. Faure said 
he hoped they had been pleased with their 
reception here. Then Judge Day, in the 
name of President McKinley, thanked 
President Faure for the uniform courtesy 
extended to the Americans here and re- 
marked that Paris had been the scene of 
the most important negotiations between 
the United States and foreign powers, 
particularly the signing of the treaty by 
which England recognized the independence 
of the United States. 

President Faure requested the American 
commissioners to convey to President Me- 
Kinley and the American people expressions 
of the warm sympathy of France. He 
then wished the Americans a pleasant voy- 
age. 

There was a pleasant incident when the 
American commissioners called at the office 
of M. Del Casse. The minister of foreign 
affairs*showed them the table on which the 
treaty of the French-American alliance and 
the treaty of 1798 had been signed. He also 
urged our commissioners to come to the ex- 
position of 1900.

Washington, December 14.—Rev. Father 
Kelly, chaplain of the Sixth Dlinois volun- 
teer infantry, in testifying before the war 
investigating commission today said the 
water«and food at Camp Alger, Va., were 
both good. 

Dr, Benjamin F. Pope, who was chief 
surgeon in the Shafter expedition, testified 
that the medical supplies were sufficient 
under ordinary contingencies to meet the 
demands for at least thirty days. He as- 
cribed the woes of the medical department 
in that exjedition to the wholesale aban- 
donment of the regimental outfits of the 
medicines and stores by the regiment. He 
did not know who ‘was responsible for this, 
but conceded it was hardly likely that so 
sweeping an abandonment would be made 
save on orders of Major General Shafter, 
who commanded. He admitted that some 
seriously wounded were loaded in heavy, 
jolting army wagons, and that aggravated 
the suffering, but-he only knew of one in- 
stance in which the death might be as- 
cribed to such transporiation. 

Dr. Pope said that the Santiago expedi- 
tion had only seventy-one medical officers, 
whereas whe should have had, at least 
ninety-six. The travel ration, Dr. Pope 
said, was hard fare for even a well man at 
sea and only under a skillful cook could it 
be made proper food fur a convalescent. 
There was money on hand to purchase 
proper food and he had ordered it to be 
purchased and put aboard the transports. 
He believed this had been done. He had 
given orders that only convalescents should 
be sent home. He was so sick that the last 
week of this administration was almost a 
blank in his memory. Experience had 


convalescents from tropic malaria north 
without medical supplies ur attendance, but 
at the time the medica] corps had not 
recognized its deadly character. Witness 
testified to an almost chronic shortage of 
drugs, which ‘had caused him great trouble 
and uneasiness. 

Dr. Bird, who was in charge of the Seneca 
on her return to the United States, testified 
that with the aid of the Red Cross the 
transport had enough medicines and pro- 
visions, but there was a decided shortage 
of bedding for the sick. There were a 
number of civilians, foreign attaches,’ cor- 
respondents, etc., WMccupying staterooms, 
and these gave up their staterooms to the 
sick except the attache from Turkey. 

Dr. Bird said he personally dressed the 
wounds of the surgical cases and they ar- 
rived in good condition and reasonably 
clean. The ship herself was not Kept 
properly clean by the crew.

LABOR FEDERATION IN SESSION. 


Body Hears Address by Two English 
Working Men. : 

Kansas City, December 14.—At the an: 
nual convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor today, the delegates listened 
with great interest to talKs by William 
Thorne and William Inskip, delegates from 
the Brithish labor congress and tc a fe- 
sponse by President Samuel Gompers. 

The burden of Mr. Thorne'’s talk. was 
that labor should strive constantly for bet- 
ter organization and to widen a power in 
politics. In England, said he, one great 
element of organized labors power Was 
fhe fact that the political positions were 
held by so great a per contage of union- 
ists. 

Delegate Inskip urged not only a wae el 
er organization, but a stronger friends 
between: Americans and British rade eco 
What was reeded, he said, was not only 
a federation of trades organizations, but 
a federation with our English speaking 
countries. The sentiment was_ heartily 
cheeded. Mr. Inskip went on to express 
his belief in the principle of- arbitration 
of all difficulties and enumerated instan- 
ces of the settlement of British strikes 
by arbitration which had been 
alone possible from ihe fact that 
arbitration in England was ‘constructed 
on so thorough a basis. 

President Gompers said there was some 
misapprehension as to the conditions of 
the workers of our country. A greater 
percentage of mechanical labor, outside 
the agricultural element, he said, were 
organized in America than on any part of 
the globe. Small conventions were not 
necessarily an indication of lack of 
strength. 

Upon the employment of women, 
Gompers said: 

“The American Federation of Labor al- 
ways stood for the organization and re- 
cognition of those women who are com- 
pelled of necessity to work. But we do 
demand now and we must always demand 
equal pay for equal work.”’ 

These sentences were greeted with a 
tumult of applause, 

Mr, Gompers paid a warm welcome to 
the British delegates and Jjeclared that tne 
cleser the two English speaking nations 
came together in fraternal alliance the 
speedier would approach the era of uni- 
versal peace, 

At the afternoon session a resolution 
protesting against te passage of the anti- 
scalping bill recently passed by the na- 
tional] hous2 of representatives adapted 
without discussion. 

The income tax resolution was not adon- 
ted, but this substitute was unanimously 
endorsed: 

“Resolved, That the American Federa- 
tion of Labor is of the opinion that the 
decisions of the supreme court on the in- 
come tax are nct in accord with the con- 
stitution or the spirit of the American 
people and that the federation demand ot 
cougress making the tax on incomes a 
feature of the federal taxation.” 

The resolutions condemning convict la- 
bor were referred to the cxecutive council 
With instructions that it take such steps 
as may check. its encroachments upon the 
interests of the honest working people of 
the land,

the boycott on the American Tobacco
